A&  of  Charity  for  relieving,  any  Indian  (  Bona  fide  )  in  any  fudden 
Exigent  of  Faintnefs  or  Sicknefs,  not  to  exceed  one  or  two  Drams ; 
or  by  Prefcription  of  fome  Phyfician  in  writing,  or  by  the  allowance 
of  a  Juftice  of  Peace. 

3£lltl  for  the  better  difcovery  of  fuch  ill.  difpofed  Verfons,  who  through 
areedinefs  of  filthy  Lucre,  flail  frivately  Sell  or  deliver  Strong  Liquors  ,or 
other  Strong  Drink,  to  any  Indian  or  Indians  (  of  -which  it  is  difficult  t» 
obtain  pfitive  Evidence  other  than  the  Accufation  of  fuch  Indian  or  Indians ) 
And  to  the  intent  that  Murders  and  other  outrages  frequently  occasioned  thereby 
may  be  prevented.

That  the  Accufation  and  Affirmation  of  any  Indian*,  with  odier  con-' 
cifrring  circumftances  amounting  to  an  high  Preemption,  in  the  difcretion 
of  the  Court  or  Juftices,  who  have  cognizance  of  the  Cafe  (  the  Accu- 
fer  and  Accufed  being  brought  face  to  face  at  the  time  of  Tryal  )  mail 
be  accounted  and  held  to  be  a  legal  Convi&ion  of  the  Pcrfon  fo 
accufed  of  giving,  Selling,  or  delivering  Wine,  Rhum,  or  any  other
